copies have been taken, however/ much in point of 

orthography they have deviated from it, is fow i in the

It was written by John Ramſay, who ſubſcribes it 
in the following words:

The Procuratorſhip was an uſual ſtep to the dignity 
of Prior.

December, 1296. Auchinleck entertained him kind - 
ly ;- and he, and his ſon, who was then nineteen years 
of age, and many other gentlemen, declared they would 
join with Wallace in the deſign of recovering the liber- 
ties of Scotland.

Sir Bryce Blair, baron of Blair in Air-ſhire, was one 
of thoſe to whom Wallace applied for aid, after his 
firſt northern expedition in 1296. 

He was loyal to his country, and is not in the liſt of 
thoſe who ſwore fealty to Edward. According to Hen- 
ry, he was one of the Scotiſh barons who were put to 
death, by a cruel ſtratagem at Air, June 18, 1298. 
le left no iſſue, it is ſaid, but was ſucceeded by his 
brother David, anceſtor of the Blairs of that ilk, in 
the County of Air. 


BLAIR, 


Mr John Blair, a younger ſon of Blair of that ilk, 
or of the family of Blair of Balthayock in Perth-ſhire, 
was a fellow ſtudent with Wallace in the ſchool at 
Dundee, in 1292. / | 
Being intended for the church, ben went to Paris to 
finiſh his education, and there received Prieſt's Or- 
ders. He returned to Scotland before the end of the 
year 1296. Wallace, who was then at Ginbank, em- 
ployed him in meſſages to Sir Bryce Blair and others,

- to engage them to join in reſiſting the I 
the Engliſh. 

He became the conſtant companion of Wallace, who 
put great confidence in him. He performed the prieſt» 
ly offices; and, like fome other clergymen of that time, 
was ambitious of being conſidered as a brave warrior. 

When he accompanied Wallace in his fecond voy- 
age to France, he ated with remarkable courage in 
the encounter with John of Lyn, an Engliſh pirate. 

He is faid to have become a Monk at Dunfermling 
aſter Wallace's death, and to have changed his name 
from John to Arnold, perhaps becaufe under the fore 
mer name he had been a ſhedder of blood. 

He and Mr Thomas Gray joined in writing a Latin 
Hiſtory of Wallace, to which Henry often refers. But 
the Latin Chronicle, which bears the name of Arnold 
Blair's Relations, ſeems to be ug aſcribed to mad 
John Blair. 


BOYD. 


Sir Robert de Boyd, anceſtor of the Earls of Kil- 
marnock, and now alſo of the Earls of Errol; ſwore 
fealty to Edward in 1296. He afterwards joined Wal- 
lace, and performed many acts of valour. 

He died about the year 13co, while Wallace was 
continuing his exertions in the behalf of his country.

He, and Duncan, uncle of John Macdougal of wes; 
ſought Wallace's aſſiſtance againſt Macfadzan, an J- 
riſhman, to whom Edward, with the approbation of 
John of Lorn, had given their lands. | 

Macfadzan was in the intereſt of the Engliſh, and 
led an army of Iriſh, who were barbarouſly waſting 
the north-weſt part of Scotland. Wallace, with the 
Campbells and Macdougals, defeated them, and ſtew 
Macfadzan, who had fled with fifteen men into a cave 

under Criagmore. A ſtone monument, with Macfad- 
© zan's head upon the top of it, was erected, in memo- 
ry of the victory, upon the hill of Craigmore. 


CHARTERIS.. 


Sir Thomas Charteris, commonly called Thomas of | 


Longueville, was a native of France, deſcended of an 
ancient family in that country, and heir of their eſtates. 
When at the Court of Philip le Bel, who ſucceeded 
wo the Crown of France in 1288, he had a diſpute with

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a French nobleman, and killed him in the King's pre- 
ſence.

During the ſpace of ſixteen years, he infeſted the 
ſeas as a pirate, and was denominated “the Red Rea- 
ver,” becauſe of the red flags Or he diſplayed from 
his ſhips. - 

According to Henry's chronology, May 13or, or 
1302, Wallace, in his way to France, encountered him, 
and took him priſoner. The French King, at Wal- 
lace's defire, pardoned him, and beſtowed upon him 
the honour of Knighthood. Fe 

Sir Thomas, however, would not remain in France, 
but came with Wallace to Scotland, to whom he was 
ever after a faithful friend, and aided him in his ex- 


ploits. a 


When Wallace was carried a priſoner into England 


'Sir Thomas Charteris retired to Lochmaben, where 


he continued till Robert Bruce began to aſſert his right 
to the Crown of Scotland. He joined Bruce, and ac- 
cording to Henry, who refers to Barbour's Hiſtory of 
Bruce, was ſecond to that King, or the firft who fol- 
lowed him into the water at the taking of Perth, Ja- 
nuary 8, 1312—13z. £ 

Bruce gave him lands in reward of his bravery. 

Truth may be found mixed with fable in many of 
Henry's relations. There was a French Knight with 
Bruce, when Perth was taken, at the time above- 
mentioned. The lands of Kinfauns in the neighbours - 
hood of Perth, were long 'the property of a family 

| 5 of 
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of the ſurname of Charteris, though a part of theſe 
lands ſometimes changed its poſſeſſors. In the Caſtle 
of Kinfauns is kept a two handed ſword, which is ſaid 
to have belonged to Thomas of Longueville. Mr 
Henry Adamſon, in his Muſe's Threnodie, B. 6, lays 
Kinfauns, which famous Longueville 
Sometime did hold; whoſe ancient ſword of ſteel 
Remains unto this day, and of that land 
Is chiefeſt evident. ö 
About thirty years ago, when the burying vault in 
the Pariſh Church of Kinfauns happened to be open- 
ed, I was ſhewed a helmet made of thick leather, or 
of ſome ſuch ſtuff, painted over with broad ftripes of 
blue and white, which I was told, was part of the fic- 
titious armour in which the body of I homas of Lon- 
gueville had been depoſited. Henry ſays, he was of large 
ſtature, and the helmet indeed was a very large one. 

Some perſons of the ſurname of Charteris, Lairds of 
| Kinfauns, and of Cuthilgourdy, were provoſts of Perth, 
and would make a diſtinguiſhed figure in the heroic 
_ annals of Perth, if the old writs of that city were pro- 
perly diſplayed. 

"The eſtate of Kinfauns afterwards belonged to a fa- 
mily of the ſurname of Blair, the heireſs of which was 
married to John Lord Gray, father of the preſent lord. 
But long before the time aſſigned to Thomas of 
- Longueville, there were families of the ſurname of 
Charteris in Scotland. Andrew de Charteris, who

&« This Knight led Ramſay, Ruthven, and others in 


Roſs-ſhire. They built a ſtrong caſtle at Stockfoord, E 


which gave them the command of that country, and 


the opportunity of doing much hurt to the Engliſh.”

In 1292, ſhe and her ſon were ſent by 5 father, to 
the protection of her father's uncle, the old Laird of 
Kilſpindy, in the Carſe of Gowrie, a diſtri of Perth - 

p ſhire. 
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ſhire. While ſhe was there her father died, and her 
huſband and his eldeſt ſon Malcolm, were killed in a 
ſkirmiſh with the Engliſh. 

In 1295, after her ſon had killed young Selby 4 at 
Dundee, ſhe fled with him from Perth-ſhire. They 
made their eſcape in the dreſs of pilgrims, and pre- 
tended to be going to the ſhrine of St Margaret at 
Dunfermling, who was a/ Saint much regarded 1 the 
Engliſh. 

She reſided about three years at Ellerflie1 near Paiſley, 
under the protection of her brother Sir Reginald. At 
laſt, he being dead, and her ſon's enemies giving her 
much trouble, ſhe fled from that place, in 1298, and 
diſguiſed as a pilgrim fought a ſanctuary at Dunferm- 
ling. There in the month of December ſhe fickened _ 
and died. Wallace could not go at that time to Dun- 
fermling, but ſent Jop his herald, and Mr John Blair 
as a clergyman to take care of her interment.

when the Foudrayant was taken, the capture of which 
ſhip was reckoned one of the moſt gallant actions per- 
formed at ſea during that war.

Sir William Wallace of Ellerſlie, ſon of Sir Malcolm, 
as before mentioned, was, according to Henry, born. 
in or about the year 1267. He had all the qualificati- 
ons neceſſary at that time to conſtitute the character 
of a hero. He had a paſſion for liberty, a love to his 
country, and had received great provocations from the. 
Engliſh, who had killed his father, and elder broth 
and others his near relations.

Henry ſays, he had a He entertain 
ed in his houſe at Dunipace, his nephew Wallace and 
his mother, when they were flying from Perth- hire, 
in 1295. He again entertained him, and ſupphed him 
liberally, after his firſt northern expedition, Novem- 
ber, 1296. Afterwards he was put into a wet dun- 
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geon in the Caſtle of Airth in Stirling-ſhire, out of 
which he was delivered by his nephew. 
Henry relates ſome conferences in which the prieſt 
of Dunipace, reckoning the Scotiſh cauſe irrecovera- 


ble, adviſed Wallace to ſubmit to Edward: But the 


early inſtructions he had given to Wallace, rendered it 
impoſſible for him to follow ſuch an advice. | 

Fordun relates, L. 12. C. z. that when Edward had: 
made very liberal offers to Wallace, to induce him to- 
ſubmit, as many others of his countrymen / had done, 
and when ſome of Wallace's own friends were endea- 
vouring to perſuade him to comply, Wallace, with: 
much emotion, anſwered, ** O deſolated Scotland, too 
credulous of fair ſpeeches, and not aware of the cala- 


mities which are coming upon you! If you were to 


judge as I do, you would not eaſily put your neck un- 
der a foreign yoke.

| or THE BODILY STRENGTH ' 
ASCRIBED ro WALLACE. 

HENRY, B. 9. v. 1912, gives a deſeription of Wal- 
lace's perſon. He was to appearance more than ſix 
foot high, and his body was otherwiſe large, and well 
proportioned. 

All the old Scots writers takes notice of his * 
bodily ſtrength. Henry always keeps it in view, in 
whatever he relates concerning him. : | 

There can be no doubt that he poſſeſſed this perſo- 
nal property in ſome eminent degree. It was neceſſa - 
ry to the advancement of his character, and fortune, 
at a time, when battles were fought chiefly in the man- 
ner of fingle combats. Without a confiderable ſhare 
of it, no military man, however brave, could expect 
to be much feared, or honoured. 


There is an anecdote, in confirmation of the uncom- 
mon degree of ſtrength aſcribed to Wallace, related 


by Hector Boeis. Though Boeis be in general an au- 


thor not much to be credited, yet it would be hard 
not to believe him in an inſtance which happened near 
his own time, and in which, if he had ſpoken falſely, 
he could immediately have been detected. 

The anecdote in another reſpe& is curious, as it af- 
fords an example of longevity, fimilar to that of the 
Iriſh Counteſs of Deſmond. 

The date is the end of the year 1430. At that FR 
King James I, returned to Perth from St Andrews, 
where he had been viſiting the Univerſity ; and having

perhaps heard Henry, as a viſiter in his court, recite 
ſome of Wallace's exploits, found his curioſity. excited 


to viſit a noble lady of great age, who was able to in- 
form him of many ancient matters. | 

She lived in the Caſtle of Kinnoul, on the oppoſite 
fide of the river from Perth; and was probably the 
widow of one of the Lords of Erſkine, a branch of 
whoſe family, continued to be denominated from the 
Barony of Kinnoul, till about the year 1440. 

It was Boeis' way to relate an event as circumſtan- 
tially, as if he himſelf had been one of the perſons, pre- 
ſent, and engaged in it. I ſhall therefore give the a- 
necdote in his own manner, by tranſlating his own 


words. 


In conſequence of her extreme old age, ſhe had 
loſt her fight: But all her other ſenſes were entire, and 
her body was yet firm and lively. She had ſeen Wil- 
liam Wallace, and Robert Bruce, and TE told 
particulars concerning them. 

„The King, who entertained a love and veneration 
of great men, reſolved to viſit the old lady, that he 
might hear her deſcribe the manners and ftrength of 
the two heroes, who were admired in his time, as they 
now are in ours. He therefore ſent a meſſage, ac- 
quainting her, that he was to come to her the next day. 

« She received the meſſage gratefully, and gave im- 
mediate orders to her handmaids, to prepare every 
thing for his reception, in the beſt manner; particu- 
larly, that they ſhould diſplay her pieces of tapeſtry, 
ſome of which were unconimonly rich and beautiful. 

— And 
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And the ſtrietly enjoined, that every thing ſhould be 
removed, which could give any offence n 1 
eyes of the courtiers. 

&« All her ſervants became buſily employed, for their 
work was in ſome degree unuſual, as ſhe had not of a 
long time been accuſtomed to receive princely viſiters. 

The next day, when told the King was approach- 
ing, ſhe went down into the hall of her caſtle, dreſſed 
with as much elegance and finery as her old age, and 
the faſhion of the time would permit; ajtended by a 
train of matrons, many of whom were her own def 
cendants, of which number ſome appeared much more 
altered and disfigured by age, than ſhe herſelf was. 
* One of her matrons having informed her that the 


King was entering the hall, ſhe roſe from her ſeat, 


and advanced to meet him, ſo eaſily and gracefully, 
that he doubted of her being wholly blind. . 
fire, the embraced and kiſſed him. 

Her attendants aſſured him that the mak wholly 
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' theſe eaſy movements. 


« He took her by the hand, and ſat down, defiring 


her to fit on the ſeat next to him. And then, in a long 
conference, he interrogated her about ancient matters. 

« He was much delighted with her converſation. 
Among other things, he aſked her to tell him what ſort 
of a man William Wallace was. What was his perſo- 
nal figure? What his courage? And with what degree 
of ſtrength he was endowed ? He put the ſame que- 
tions to her concerning Robert Bruce, +

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6 Robert, ſaid ſhe, was a man beautiful, and of a 
fine appearance. 


But in ſo far as he excelled other men, he was 


ſtrength : For, in wreſtling, Wallace could have over- 
thrown two ſuch men as Robert was. 

„% The King made ſome enquiries concerning his 
own imme:i1ate parents, and his other anceſtors ; and 
having heard her relate many things, returned to Perth, 
well pleaſed with the viſit he had made.” (Boeth. 
Hiſt. L. 17.) 

The Lady Erſkine, as 1 think ſhe may be called, 
could not have been leſs than a hundred and thirty 
years of age, at the time Boeis mentions. 


Mr Hemy Adamſon, who wrote near the beginning 
of the laſt century, who was brother of Mr John a- 
damſon Principal of the College of Edinburgh, and 


nephew, or grandſon, of Patrick Adamſon Archbi- 


ſhop of St Andrews, in the Sixth Book of his Muſe's 


Threnodie,“ deſcribes the ſituation of this Lady's Caſ- 

tle. - He repreſents it as fituated a little to the ſouth- 
ward, © on the bank of the river Tay, with ſhady 
woods on the high ground to the eaſt, and green mea- 
dows ſpread below.“ 

He relates what were ſome traditionary ſtories con- 
cerning her in his time, particularly ſome things ho- 
nourable to the family of Hay, who became, in his 
time, the noble proprietors of the eſtate of Kinnoul.
